1. All plans accompanying an application for 
sanction to build shall be prepared by a drafts- 
man licensed by the Municipal Committee, Delhi. 

2. A licence shall only bo granted by the 
Secretary, Municipal Committee, Delhi to a 
person who in the opinion of the Municipal 
Engineer has duly qualified himself to be a 
draftsman. 

3. A licence shall not be issued for a shorter 
term than one month nor shall it be issued for 
a longer period than one year and each lieepco 
aha!} terminate on!

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4. A fee at the rate of Bs. ten per annum 
shall be payable in respect of each licence so 
granted or received.
